U.S. , Iraq on new collision course

planes; Bush serves new

IRAQ. ON a fresh collision 
course with the United States, 
said Friday its air -defences had 
chased off a warplane patrolling a 
Western-imposed “no-fly” zone 
in the south. 

“Ohr air defences continued 
their heroic confrontation of a 
hostile aerial target and forced it 
to flee,” a military spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman, whose re- 
marks were reported on televi- 
sion and by the official news 
agency, did not say whether any 
anti-aircraft guns or missiles had 
been fired. 

“Confronting” could mean the 
switching on of radar, which can 
be detected by pa troDing Western 
pilots and has been treated by the 

.United States in the past as a 
threatening act. 

U.S. President George Bush 
told Iraq Friday that it most

AMMAN (J.T.) — His Royal 
Highness Crown Prince Has&an 
has questioned whether the allied 
response to charges of Iraqi viola- 
tions of Gulf war ceasefire terms 
was proportionate with the actual 
threat that was perceived in the 
crisis. 

Prince Hassan, who is attend- 
ing a seminar on human rights in 
Atlanta, Georgia, also said in an 
interview with Cable News Net- 
work (CNN) that Jordan was not 
“falling out of step” by reminding 
tbe world of the plight of the Iraqi 
people and pointed out that foe 
United Nations tore responsibil- 
ity for alleviating tbe suffering of 
tire Iraqis. 

“I don’t think Jordan is falling 
out with step with tbe principle ... 
of (reminding of the plight) of foe 
Iraqi people, because effectively 
the action that was taken ... was 
taken under the (pretext) of self 
defence,” he said. 


“And I really don’t see prop- 
ortionate self-defence going 
beyond removing effectively any 
source of threat to (allied) planes 
in foe area, — hundred planes 
were used, with tremendous 
allied presence in the region — 
and if it goes beyond that I really 
wonder what kind of inheritance 
President Clinton is going to have 
to cope with. If the first shocks of 
the Gulf war were not enough 
why should the second and third 
shocks effectively bring Iraq to 
reason as we’ve been told.”

U.S. stand seen to prompt 
Israeli agreement with ICRC 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
i) — The International . 
of die Red Cross said 
Friday it had readied an agree- 
ment with Israel to take medical 
supplies to Palestinian evictees in 
southern Lebanon and evacuate 
nine expelled by mistake. 

“There is an agreement now 
and we hope that tomorrow we 
can go to the camp and bring in 
medical assistance... and bring 
back foe nine deported by mis- 
take,” said Pierre Ryter, tbe de- 
puty head of tbe ICRC in Israel 
and tbe occupied territories. 

Mr. Ryter said Israel also 
agreed to allow the ICRC to take 
to hospital sick expellees whose 
lives are in danger. 

Earlier, a government official 
said that in a change of policy. 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
was now willing in principle to let 
humanitarian aid reach the expel- 
led Palestinians. 

Mr. Rabin previously barred 
aid from going to the more than 
400 evictees through Israeli lines, 
arguing Lebanon was responsible 
for die men. 

His “concession,” apparently 
aimed at easing U.N. pressure on 
Israel, came after Foreign Minis- 


ter Shimon Peres reported to him 
on his meeting with U.N. 
Secretary-General Boutros Gha- 
H. 

Dr. Ghali has hinted he wfll 
push for sanctions against Israel if 
it does not show greater flexibil- 
ity. Tire U.N. Security Council 
has condemned foe Dec. 17 ex- 
pulsions and demanded the men 
be repatriated. 

Mr. Peres told Israel Television 
that Dr. GhaK was sending an 
envoy to Israel next week to 
continue to discuss the problem, 
bnt added that there was no 
overall solution yet in sight. 

“His envoy will come in the 
middle of next week, so we have . 
time to continue and deal with 
foe different proposals on the 
agenda,” Mr. Peres said. 

“Of coarse, with tins solution 
we do not want to give Hamas a 
prize or fine ourselves,” Mr. 
Peres said. “We don’t want to be 
in a confrontation with the' Un- 
ited Nations and also do not want 
to retreat from the message we 
delivered.” 

Israel has accused the expelled 
men of being active m Hamas and 
the Islamic Jibad, two Islamic 
fundamentalist movements that 


have been blamed for foe killings 
of six Israeli troopers. 

U.S. Secretary of State Lawr- 
ence Eagle burger said Thursday 
that pressure to impose manda- 
tory U.N. sanctions against Israel 
will increase so long as Israel does 
not resolve tiro plight .of the ex- 
pelled Palestinians. 

“It ought to be dear to every- 
body as they (tbe Palestinians) sit 
there in their snow-covered tents 
that that just can’t go on much 
longer,” ' Mr. Eagleburger told 
reporters aboard his plane while 
mi route home from a trip to 
Paris. . 

. Mr. Eagleburger said he agrees 
with Israel’s contention 'that tbe 
Palestinians are dangerous sub- 
versives but added, that expulsion 
is not the answer. 

One solution, he said, is to 
return tbe Palestinians and in- 
carcerate them. 

■ The. increasing- pressure ’ for 
Security Council action, against 
Israeli puts Israel and the United 
States in an awkward position, he 
said.

Angola 
peace talks 
uncertain 

LUANDA (R) — Angolan gov- 
ernment forces pounded of the 
rebel National Union for the Tot- 
al Dependence of Angolan (UN- 
1TA) headquarters at Huambo 
with artillery Friday as prospects 
for early peace talks to halt re- 
newed civil war grew slimmer. 

Diplomats said last-minute 
conditions presented by UNITA 
Thursday night threw into ques- 
tion a meeting between the rival 
military chiefs in Addis Ababa 
initially planned for the weekend 
or early next week. 

U.N. special representative 
Margaret Anstee was working 
furiously to ensure government 
Chief of Staff General Joao de 
Matos and UNTTA General De- 
fnostenes Chitingutiia met, they 
said. 

“A bunch of people are trying 
very hard to make this thing work 
but the situation doesn’t look too 
good,” said one diplomat. 

“If they don’t want to talk, 
they don’t want to talk. Patience 
has its limits.” 

Thousands of people have been 
killed in two weeks of fighting 
across the country following UN- 
ITA’s rejection of the results of 
elections bold in September. 

UNTTA leader Jonas Savimbi 
says the polls were rigged to give 
the government victory although 
U.N. observers say they were 
generally free and fair. 


125 countries sign 
chemical arms ban 


PARIS (Agencies) — More than 
120 countries signed a treaty in- 
tended. to banish chemical 
weapons from the face .of the 
earth at a three-day conference 
which ended in Pans Friday. 

dosing foe conference, French 
Foreign Minister Roland Dumas 
said 125 states had so for signed 
foe United Nations-sponsored 
convention, “which is- a truly 
remarkable result.” 

The convention on the Prohibi- 
tion of Chemical Arms commits 
tbe United iS tales: and Russia to 
destroying their chemical arsenals 
and will prevent most of the- 
world from acquiring them. 

“This is a major achievement 
of humanity.” said Ambassador 
K.M. Shehabuddin of Bang- 
ladesh, tbe last speaker in three 
days of signing ceremonies that 
began Wednesday. 

“We hope that progress will 
soon be made in other areas of 
arms reduction,” Mr. Shehabud- 
din said. “Security cannot be 
guaranteed by military means 
alone.” 

Tbe treaty bans the produc- 
tion, use, transfer and stockpiling 
of chemical weapons, foe first 
arms control pact to eliminate an 
entire dass of weapons of mass 
destruction. 

The United States and Russia 
were among foe first countries to 
sign. But the world’s only other 
declared chemical- weapons pow- 


er, Iraq, stayed away from the 
ceremonies. 

Among the- 20 Arab League 
. States,' only Algeria, Mauritania, 

. Morocco and Tunisia signed foe 
accord. Tbe rest heeded a league 
boycott, demanding Israel des- 
troy its midear arsenal first. 

The boycott gives Iraq a fig- 
leaf covering its refusal to sign. 
The same applies to Libya and 
Syria, both suspected of develop- 
ing chemical arms. 

’Israel siped foe treaty. So did 
Iran-, which suffered tens of 
thousands of casualties from Iraqi 
chemical weapons during the 
Iran-Iraq war. 

South Korea signed despite the 
absence of North Korea; which is 
suspected of developing both 
nudear and chemical arms. 

Regional rivals India and 
Pakistan signed. So did China, 
Brazil, Argentina and tire former 
Soviet, republics. 

The .accord allows sates to 
demand spot inspections in other 
nations. Inspectors must be 
allowed to throw a cordon around 
a ate within 48 hours to prevent 
material from being moved. 

Signatories must declare short- 
ly after ratifying the treaty 
whether or not they have chemic- 
al arsenals or programmes. 

All existing weapons and facili- 
ties must be destroyed within 10

NATO offers 
to enforce 
‘no-fly’ zone 
in Bosnia 


BRUSSELS (Agencies) — The 
North Atlantic Treaty Organisa- 
tion (NATO), agreeing to take 
on a military mission beyond its 
borders for tbe first time, offered 
Friday to organise tbe enforce- 
ment of a “no-fly” zone over 
Bosnia if the U.N. decides war- 
planes should be used. 

The offer was contained in a 
letter from NATO Secretary- 
General Manfred Woemer sent 
to the United' Nations on Friday, 
alliance sources told Renters. All 
16 NATO members bad agreed 
to the idea. 

If accepted by foe U.N., it 
would mark tbe first military op- 
eration under NATO command 
beyond the borders of its member 
states and could set a precedent 
for using tbe alliance as an en- 
forcing arm for the international 
community. 

But the United Nations would 
be able to call a halt -to NATO- 
run military flights over Bosnia at 
any time, especially if foe world 
body felt troops helping deliver 
humanitarian aid in tbe former 
Yugoslavia were in danger' of 
being attacked. 

' ; “NATO would be in charge of 
.the operation, but the ultimate 
.authority will rest with foe U.N. 
and there will be 'a dear link with 
tbe U.N. on the ground in Bos- 
nai,” said one source. . 

. U.-N. trucks carrying vital food 
to Bosnia have become a daily 
target for snipers and shelling, 
with .all three warring factions 
viewing foe United Nations as foe 
“saviour of the enemy,” a 
spokeswoman said. 

In one bizarre incident this 
week, a truck delivered diesel 
fuel to Sarajevo’s Kosevo hospit- 
al was shelled from within the 
grounds of foe hospital itself, the 
official said. 

But despite foe increase in 
attacks, the U.N. High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees (UNHCR) 
intends to continue operating as 
the main relief agency m Yugos- 
lavia. • 

“The U.N. is becoming a 
target,” Sylvana Foa, UNHCR 
spokesman told a news briefing. 
“Everywhere we go, we are foe 
object of shelling and sniper 
fire.” 

“Tbe number of security inci- 
dents — snipers and shelling of 
our convoys — is increasing, up 
to two per day ” she added. 

A week ago, a Serb gunman 
assassinated a Bosnian govern- 
ment minister who was riamg in a 
U.N. armoured personnel car- 
rier, dealing a heavy blow to the 
respect for the United Nations. 

Since the killing, the Bosnian 
government has asked for Gener- 
al Philippe Morilion to be re- 
placed as head of the U.N. pro- 
tection force in Bosnia. 


3 killed in Gaza in 2 days 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — A 
.Palestinian wieldmg two knives 
stabbed and wounded four peo- 
ple at Tel Ariv’s central _bus 
station during rush hour Friday 
and was then shot dead by a 
bystander, police said. 

The 25-year-old attacker, from 
the occupied Gaza Strip, knifed 
two Israelis, a Lebanese and a 
Pole, radio reporters said. One of 
tbe Israelis, a 24-year-old immig- 
rant from Russia, was seriously 
wounded, police said. 

The attack came a day after 
troops shot dead two Palestinians 
and wounded at least 35 in Gaza. 
The two dead, a 14-year-old boy 
and a 62-year-old man, were kil- 
led daring raids on homes where 
troops said wanted Palestinians 
were hiding. 

The older man was killed in the 
town of Deir A1 Balah when he 


tried to flee from house being 
bombarded with anti-tank mis- 
siles by troops bunting for wanted 
men. 

Tbe army said the slain man 
was an innocent bystander. One 
house was destroyed and two 
damaged in the raid, but no 
wanted men were found, the 
army said. 

On Friday, five more Palesti- 
nians were wounded by troops 
during protests outside the 
Khaim Yanis home of the 14- 
year-old killed Wednesday, 
Palestinian re porters said. 

Troops also shot and wounded 
three Palestinians in Jabalya re- 
fugee camp, Palestinian sources 
said. They said troops also 
arrested a Palestinian camera- 
man, Marwan A1 Ghol, em- 
ployed by Reuters television. 

The attack at tbe Tel Aviv bus 


station began at 6:15 a.m. 
(0415GMT). The attacker stab- 
bed a customer in a cafe, then ran 
. and knifed three more people, 
police said. He charged his vic- 
tims shouting “Allabu Akbar,” 
radio repents said. 

Gil Dvir, 23, who was working 
in a nearby kiosk, shot and 
wounded foe assailant, police 
said. Witnesses said foe Palesti- 
nian was beaten by an angry mob 
while lying wounded on the 
ground. 

Police took him and first aid 
was administered but he died, a 
police statement said. It said a 
third knife was found concealed 
on his body. 

The assailant was identified as 
Fakhry A1 Dahdouh, 23, from 
Gaza City.

Somalis sign new ceasefire 


ADDIS ABABA (Agencies) — 
Leaders of Somalia's warring fac- 
tions Friday signed a ceasefire, 
but prospects for a conference to 
rebwld foe country's shattered 
government remained in jeopar- 
dy. 

Tbe 14 factions, in tire largest 
such gathering since their country 
disintegrated two years ago, 
could not agree on who should 
attend the conference, which has 
been tentatively scheduled for 
March 15 in Addis Ababa. 

The factions referred foe dis- 
pute to a committee. 

The ceasefire, signed by afl 14 
groups, calls for militias’ heavy 
arms to be placed under control 
of the U.S.-led multinational 
military force now in So malia , 

About 32,000 foreign troops 


have arrived jui Somalia since 
Dec. 9 to safeguard relief sup- 
plies. About 350,000 Somalis are 
thought to have died of famine 
ca us e d by drought and warfare, 
with a further two million at risk. 

The ceasefire, to take effect 
immediately, also calls for mili- 
tias to fire in camps outside large 
towns. 

With no telecommunications 
left in Somalia, it was undear 
how the leaders here could quick- 
ly relay word of the agreement to 
their forces. 

The country’s rival warlords, 
Ali Mahdi Mohammad and 
Mohammad Farah' Aideed, 
signed tire agreement with their 
allies after more than a week of 
deadlocked talks. 

But tbe murder of a Swiss aid 


worker showed tbe extent of gun 
law in their ruined nation. 

The pact was signed hours after 
U.S. officials announced that 
Knrst Lustenberger had been 
shot dead in the southern town of 
Bardere by one of foe myriad 
gunmen who prey on relief work 
(see pane 2). 

“Somalia is not going to go on 
fighting. There will be no faction- 
al fighting and we shall try to 
resolve our differences through 
dialogue,” General Aideed told 
the dosing session -of the talks in 
Addis Ababa. 

Bnt few Western diplomats, 
U.N. offidals or Somalis believe 
that Somali militias or freelance 
gunmen will easily sonueder the 
very weapons which give them 
power. 


Troops patrol 
Kinshasa 

KINSHASA (R) — Heavily 
armed troops patrolled the de- 
serted streets of Zaire’s capital 
Friday at tbe start of a general 
strike called by an opposition 
movement bent on legal moves to 
impeach President Mobutu Sese 
Seko. 

Tbe president was in Morocco, 
officially for a 48-hour visit, as 
foe campaign to end his 28-year 
reign gathered pace. 

On Thursday night foe interim 
parliament, foe High Council of 
foe Republic (HCR), declared 
Mr. Mobutu guilty of high 
treason. It said be would face trial 
in the supreme court unless he 
replied within eight days to 
accusations that he was under- 
mining moves towards democracy 
in Zaire. 

The Sacred Union, a coalition 
of anti-Mobutu parties, has called 
for a one-week campaign of civil 
disobedience starting on Friday 
to try to force Mr. Mobutu to quit 
after 28.. years. 
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Somali gunmen kill Red Cross worker 


MOGADISHU (Agencies) — 
Somali gunmen shot dead a Swiss 
delegate of the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) in the famine town of 
Bardere, ICRC officials said Fri- 
day. 

They said Kurt Lustenberger, 
an administrator bom in 1961, 
had been killed at his bouse by 
men demanding money. 

He was the second foreign aid 
worker killed in Somalia since a 
U.S.-led force landed on Dec. 9 
to stop gangsters and armed 
clansmen looting relief goods for 
the starving. 

Famine has eased in much of 
central and southern Somalia, but 
relief workers are still uncovering 
pockets of tragedy. 

In Afmadow, 400 kilometres 
southwest of Mogadishu, at least 
20 people are dying daily, Brenda 
Barton, spokeswoman for the 
U.N. world food programme, 
told reporters Friday. 

German military aircraft will 
drop. 32 tonnes of wheat in four 
flights a day for the rest of the 
week to feed 5.000 people 
stranded in Afmadow by flooded 
roads and lawlessness. 

Details of Mr. Lustenberger's 
murder were sketchy, but an 
ICRC official said be had been 
shot in the head. 

“Bandits went into his house to 
ask for money. Then they shot 
him in the forehead. He died 
during transport from Bardere to 
Mogadishu," Catherine Caseaux, 
an ICRC official, told Renters in 
Nairobi. He was shot at about 
9.30 p.m. ( 1830 GMT) Thursday. 

In a separate incident, a knife- 


wielding Somali tried to stab an 
American soldier in the back m 
the port of Meica, about 80 
kilometres south of Mogadishu, 
on Thrusday. 

“He was saved by his flak 
jacket and the Somali dis- 
appeared back into the crowd," 
U.S. Army spokeswoman Cap- 
tain Karen Conley said. She did 
not know what had motivated the 
attack. 

About 34,500 foreign troops, 
24,000 of them American, have 
joined Operation Restore Hope, 
but Somalia remains awash in 
guns despite task force swoops on 
weapons caches and arms 
bazaars. 

U.S. forces spotted two aero- 
planes surrounded by at least 18 
vehicles at an airfield about 50 
kilometres west of Mogadishu on 
Thursday, U.N. spokesman 
Farouk Mawiawi said Friday. 

About 70 Somalis unloading 
cargo from the planes fled when 
the Americans approached. The 
planes escaped but three trucks 
containing 150,000 rounds for 
AK-47 assault rifles were seized. 

Mr. Mawiawi said the U.S. 
military, which briefed relief 
agencies on the incident, had no 
ottaer details. 

Last month, Sean Devereux, 
an Irish relief worker, was shot to 
death by Somali gunmen in the 
-southern port of Kismayu. The 
motive was unknown. 

One American civilian and a 
U.S. Marine have been lolled 
since U.S. troops arrived in 
Somalia on Dec. 9. - 

Also Thursday, U.S. Marines 
said snipers fired at two of their 


convoys and the troops returned 
fire. A U.S. military spokesman 
said a Somali was believed killed 
bat the Marines suffered no 
casualties. 

Tbe United Nations estimates 
20,000 troops, plus military 
observers and civilian police, will 
be needed to replace American- 
led combat troops in Somalia 
once tbe U.S. umbrella is with- 
drawn. 

Diplomats attending a 
Wednesday meeting with peace- 
keeping officials on the future of 
tbe U.N. force said the estimate 
was given by General Maurice 
Bari! of Canada, the U.N. milit- 
ary adviser. 

The current U.S.-led task force 
has Doits from Italy, Belgium, 
France and Turkey. 

No dates for deployment were 
given and no cost estimates were 
made at tbe meeting called by 
M arrack Goulding, the U.N. 
unde rsecretary-generaJ for peace- 
keeping operations, and includ- 
ing Brandon Grove, chairman of 
the U.S. State Department task 
force on Somalia, and Pentagon 
officials. 

The American officials at the 
meeting emphasised that tbe 
U.N. troops would have to func- 
tion as more than peace-keepexs ' 
and operate under similar rules of 
engagement as tbe current task 
force, which uses force whenever 
necessary. This would mean a 
mandate from the Security Coun- 
cil. 

But German sources said that 
.Bonn, which planned to contri- 
bute 1,500 support troops, could 
not participate if a Security Coun- 


cil resolution was adopted under 
Chapter VII of the U.N. Charter 
which spells out the use of force. 

Instead, Germany and some 
Scandinavian countries want any 
resolution to allow force only in 
self-defence or against impedi- 
ments in delivering relief sup-, 
plies. 

A U.N. statement said only 
that the briefing “underlined tbe 
importance of a smooth and 
seamless transition" and “empha- 
sised the importance the 
secretary-general attaches to the 
rebuilding of Somali institutions, 
including the re-establishment of 
an indigenous police force." 

Peace tallrs over the last two 
weeks between Somalia warlords 
and dan leaders in the Ethiopian 
capita] of Addis Ababa have not 
reached agreement on a ceasefire 
or a future conference to estab- 
lish an interim government. 

Both the United Nations and 
the United States hope some of 
the countries in the task force 
would be willing to stay in place 
after most of the American 
troops leave. 

The French and the Canadians 
have indicated they plan to de- 
part with the Americans. Pakis- 
tan, which has 500 troops under 
U.N. command, plans to beef op 
its contingents and Australia has 
said it would stay for 17 weeks. 

But envoys said it was dear 
that the United Nations had a 
long way to go before enough 
countries would volunteer the 
necessary number of troops. The 
United States plans to leave some 
logistics units and rapid deploy- 
ment forces based off shore.

Experts advise Clinton to repair ties with Iran 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 
group of top Iran experts Thurs- 
day advised incoming President 
Bill Clinton to overcome emo- 
tional hostility on both sides arid 
attempt the difficult task of im- 
proving ties with the Islamic Re- 
public of Iran. 

Hooshang Amirahmadi of Rut- 
gers University said he recently 
returned from Iran where, in 
talks with leading officials, he 
-found that “Iran considers the 
change of administration in the 
United States as an opportunity 
for a new beginning.'' 

Adding to the mountain of 
advice Mr. Clinton is getting as 
he prepares to take over the 
White House, a panel of eight 
"experts agreed that a critical 
problem is misperceptions on 
both sides leading to “demonisa- 
tion" of the other. 

Richard Cottam of the Uni- 
versity of Pittsburgh, author of 
two books on Iran, said Iran and 
the United States were involved 
in a “spiral conflict.” in which 
both - sides misinterpret defensive 
actions by the other as threateh- 
inR. 


Tbe United States has placed 
powerful military forces in the 
Gulf region to defend its small, 
oil-producing allies and keep tbe 
oil flowing to the West but Iran 
sees these forces as part of a Plot 
to destroy the Islamic republic. 

Iran, feeling threatened, builds 
up its military power — in fact 
spending less than U.S. allies 
such as Saudi Arabia. R. K. 
Ramazani of the University of 
Virginia said: “The central tenet 
of Iran's foreign policy is resist- 
ance to foreign control.” 

But, completing the spiral, 
many U.S. leaders see the purch- 
ase of arms as part of an aggres- 
sive campaign to force radical 
Islamic government on other 
countries. 

Shir ecu Hunter of Georgetown 
University and the Centre for 
Strategic Studies said with the 
Soviet Union collapsed, some 
U.S. leaders are looking for a 
new villain to fit the cold war 
model. 

Iran and the rise of Islam “is 
the obvious candidate for provid- 
ing the overarching new threat,” 
she said. 


“If the incoming Clinton admi- 
nistration were to make a serious, 
patient effort -to normalize rela- 
tions with Iran, it would cat into 
the spiral.” professor Cottam 
said. 

He said Mr. Clinton's chosen 
defence secretary, Les Aspin. 
shares the view of Bush adminis- 
tration officials that Iran is an 
aggressive demon. But the new 
secretary of state, Warren Christ- 
opher, and national security 
adviser. Anthony Lake, "see the 
situation in rich complexity” and 
may resist the spiral. 

Prof. Shaul Bakhash of George 
Mason University said the rise of 
Islam was rooted in internal fac- 
tors such as economic and politic- 
al injustice and Arab countries 
find it convenient to blame Iran. 

Prof. Amirahmadi said a dis- 
tinction must be between coun- 
tries where Iran is involved in 
Islamic fundamentalist move- 
ments, such as Lebanon and 
Sudan, and where it is not signifi- 
cantly-involved such as Algeria, 


Egypt and Jordan. 
Richard Morphy, 


chard Murphy, former assis- 


tant secretary of state for Middle 
East affaire, said the outlook for 
improved relations -was bleak and 
hostility towards Iran would be 
carried over from the Bush to tbe 
Gmton administration. 

He said U.S. military presence 
in tbe Gulf region, more open 
than at any time since the British 
left the area in 1971, “guarantees 
friction between Washington and 
whatever government rules 
Iran.” 

Mr. Murphy warned against 
file United States being “painted 
into an anti-Islamic corner” 
alienating all Muslims by heavy- 
handed behaviour towards Iran. 

He suggested that in dealing 
with the perceived threats from' 
Iran: Support for terrorism, back- 
ing for Muslim fundamentalists, 
nuclear buildup — U.S. leaders 
look at Iran’s actual behaviour 
and not interpretations of its 
motivation.

Iraq ‘ no-fly 9 zones questionable in international law 


UNITED NATIONS (R) — 
With the blessing’ of U.N. 
Secretary -General, the United' 
States and its allies launched a 
raid on Iraqi missile batteries 
in southern Iraq for the pur- 
pose of enforcing Security 
Council resolutions. 

Yet there never was a Secur- 
ity Council resolution or dis- 
cussion on establishing or en- 
forcing a “no-fly” zone in 
southern Iraq, which was cre- 
ated by the United Slates. Bri- 
tain. France and Russia last 
August. 

In contract, the establish- 
ment of an air exclusion zone 
over Bosnia- Herzegovina en- 
tailed a council debate and 
resolution in October. Military 
of the air ban. now under 
discussion, needs a second re- 
solution. 

Consequently, the legal dis- 
tinction between those mea- 
sures authorised by the United 
Nations and those taken by the 
allies is more muddled than 
ever. 

“The main military purpose 


of the raid was an act of self- 
defence for tbe allied planes 
monitoring the ‘no-fly* zone in 
the south of Iraq,” said a 
senior European envoy. 

But “the political purpose is 
to bring about Iraqi com- 
pliance with all security council 
resolutions,” he added. 

Only Iraq’s U.N. Ambassa- 
dor Nizax Hamdoun and tbe 
Baghdad government ques- 
tioned the legality of the “no- 
fly” zone while other U.N. 
members were silent. 

“It’s a measure of Iraq’s 
isolation and unpopularity that 
states are treating this as an 
exceptional case,” said one 
Western diplomat. 

Before the attack, tbe Secur- 
ity Council twice wanted of 
“serious consequences” if Iraq 
continued to defy the land- 
mark Resolution 687 which set 
the terms of the Gulf war 
ceasefire. 

The council, however, refer- 
red only to Baghdad new ban 
on U.N. aircraft ferrying 
weapons inspectors and its in- 


cursions to retrieve military 
hardware from an area that a 
'U.N. boundary commission 
has demarcated Kuwaiti terri- 
tory. 

As the allied strike was ab- 
out to begin Wednesday, Mr. 
Hamdoun said Baghdad would 
halt incursions into the area 
and would rescind the order 
banning U.N. aircraft. 

“Let us make it dear. The 
bombing was in reaction to the 
demands that Iraq should re- 
m.ove all the missiles from the 
‘no-fly* zone said Japanese 
Ambassador Yoshio Hatano, 
this month's Security Council 
president. 

"As far as the Security 
Council is concerned ... it 
appears that in general our 
demands are met,” be added. 

However, Secretary- 
General Boutros Ghali, at a 
Paris luncheon on Thursday 
took a different track, saying 
that “tbe countries which car- 
ried out the strike were man- 
dated by the Security Coun- 
cil." 


The Western allies argue 
that the air raids were promp- 
ted by Iraq’s deployment of 
surface-to-air missiles in “no- 
fly” zones imposed in the south 
to protect Shnte-Muslims last 
August and in the north to 
prevent attacks against Kurds 
after the 1991 Gulf war. 

The United States bases its - 
legal argument on Resolution 
688, adopted by the Security 
Council in April 1991. which 
demands that Iraq stop repres- 
sion of its population. 

But the resolution, hotly- 
debated at the time as setting a 
new precedent, did not, as 
other resolutions against Iraq 
passed the same month, cany 
enforcement provisions under 
the U.N. Charter that allows 
military force. 

Britain and France have 
been more gingerly in their 
arguments, saying that the 
"no-fly” zones broke new 
ground in international huma- 
nitarian law to prevent poten- 
tial genocide. 


CHICAGO (R) — Islamic fun- 
damentalists in the United States 
and Lebanon planned the bomb- 
ing of Pan Am flight 103 over 
Scotland in 1988 and it may have 
been paid for by Iran, a former 
Palestinian activist said in an in- 
terview released Wednesday. 

The bombing was carried out 
by supporters of Ahmad Jibril of 
the Popular Front for the Libera- 
tion of Palestine — General 
Command (PFLP-GC), but with- 
out Mr. Jibrfl’s knowledge or 
permission, said the Palestinian, 
identified as Major Tunayb, said 
to be a Russian-trained, former 
high-ranking member of that . 
group. 

Tunayb. in an interview with 
journalist Morgan Strong pub- 
lished in the February issue of 
Playboy magazine, said the op- 
eration “began in America and 
passed through Lebanon and 
then returned as far as Locker- 
bie," in the hands of Khalid 
Jaafar, a 20-year-old resident of 
Dearborn, Michigan, who died m 
tbe crash. 

“I don’t think it was either 
Syrians or Libyans” who paid. for 
the operation, Tunayb said. 

"Jibril knew nothing of this 
operation. What I can confirm is 
that the operation was carried out 
by Jibril’s group together with 
Lebanese fundamentalists,” be 
said. 

Tunayb was described in tine 
article as a 17-year veteran of the 
PFLP-GC who was its intelli- 
gence chief and a member of the 
executive committee. 

He defected from the group in 
a dispute with its more radical 
factions and was granted tempor- 
ary asylum in an undisclosed Mid- 
dle East country, the article said. 

He said in the interview it was 
“possible” Iran was behind the 
bombing but “I have no precise 
knowledge." 

Jaafar’s name was surfaced 
over the years since the tragedy 
as a possible operative for the 
U..S Drug Enforcement Agency 
(DEA). 

“Jaafar was connected to tbe 
DEA in the U.S. I am sure of it,” 
Tunayb said, adding that Jaafar 
was in contact wjth a “Shiite 
group in Detroit.” 

“The operation had been orga- 
nised by fundamentalist groups in 
the U.S.," Tunayb said. "They 
knew that Jaafar worked with the 
DEA. They wanted to take 


advantage of the relationship be- 
tween Jaafar and the DEA to 
organise some operations in the 
fixture — whether smuggling or 
something for ftae benefit of the 
fundamentalist group. 

“Khalid Jaafar travelled fre- 
quently to Lebanon with the 
knowledge of U.S. intelligence in 
order to follow the activities of 
drug traffickers from Lebanon to 
America and Europe. The last 
time he came to Lebanon there 
was coordination between die 
fundamentalists and the group 
following Jibril. 

“During that trip he was with 
two agents from U.S. intelligence 
who accompanied him all the way 
to Juniyah (in Lebanon). He be- 
lieved he was carrying documents 
that concerned fundamentalists in • 
Lebanon. 

“He had a bag that did contain 
do cam e nt s but it was later- ex- 
changed with the one containing 
explosives. He then went to 
Jouatyafa to' wait for the Amer- 
ican agents. He told them be had 
received the desired documents. 

"They then accompanied him 
on his trip to Cypres and* his bag 
was not searched at the iirport „ 
This occurred with die knowledge 
of tbe CIA,” he added. 

He went on to say that the 
members of Mr. Jibrfl’s group 
who carried out die operation 
were under the command of Abu 
Ahmad who was living between 
Beirut and Bekaa at the time of 
the interview last spring. 

The DEA told congressional 
investigators in late 1990 that 
Jaafar did not work for the agen- 
cy, the article noted, but declined 
to state in open testimony 
whether it bad ever investigated 
his background or was aware he 
frequently travelled to tbe Middle 
East. s 

Two Libyans, Abdul Basel AH 
Mohammad A1 Meghrahi and A1 
Amin Khalifa Fhimah, were in- 
dicted by a U.S. grand jury in the 
bombing. They were also charged 
in Scotland with murder and con- 
spiracy m the bombing, which 
killed all 259 people aboard the 
Jumbo jet and 11 on the ground 
near Lockerbie. 

Strong suggests in his article 
that the U.S. government has 
been eager to steer the Lockerbie 
investigation away from Iran be- 
cause the co on try continues to 
remain a pivotal Middle Eastern 
power.

Women group demands 
repatriation of evictees 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A women 
group Thursday organised a sit-in 
in front of the United Nations 
office in Amman to show solidar- 
ity with more than 400 Palestinian 
expelled by Israel to Lebanon last 
month, and demanded that the 
United Nations implement Re- 
solution 799 on their repatriation. 

Hie group, known as the Jeru- 
salem Centre Committee for Hu- 
man Rights, raised posters de- 
manding a halt of Israeli mal- 
practices against Palestinians and 
the repatriation of the 415 evic- 
tees. 

Representatives of the demon- 


strators submitted a memoran- 
dum to the U.N. office voicing' 
the group’s demand, which .was 
signed by hundreds of university 
professors, scholars, lawyers and 
other prominent personalities. 

The memorandum said that the 
deportation order contradicted 
with the 1949 Geneva Conven- 
tion and violated international 
law. 

“The deportation of the 415 
Palestinians was another man- 
ifestation of Israel's terrorist ac- 
tions in the occupied territories,” 
read the memorandum. 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Hakem Al 
Fayez, a former prominent mem- 
ber of the Jordanian branch of 
the Arab Baa’th Party Thursday 
returned home to Jordan after 
Syrian authorities released him 
from jail, where he spent 22 years 
without trial. 

On his return to. Jordan, Mr. 
Fayez was given an enthusiastic 
welcome by relatives and friends. 
Among them was Samir Habash- 
neh. Secretary General of the 
National Committee for the De- 
fence of the Jordanian Detainees 
in Syrian jails. 

- Mr. Habashneh said Syria still 
holds many Jordanians without 
trial, and added -that his commit- 
tee was striving to secure their 
release. He said that among the 
prisoners were Dafil Jamaani, 
Mujalli Nasrawin, Hatem Zurei- 
qat, Hassan Al Khatib and Saeed 
Hatamieh. These and others have 
been jailed inSyria since 1970, 
said Mr. Habashneh. 

According to Mr. Habashneh 
the Jordanian members of the 
Arab Baa'th Party were reported 
to have been arrested and impris- 
oned after they expressed views 
conflicting with those of Syrian

Self-greening stressed on Arbor Day 


Prince Ra’d 
attends main 
celebration 

AMMAN (J.T.) — Deputising 
for His Majesty King Hussein at 
the main Arbor Day celebration 
held at Al al Bait University in 
Mafraq Thursday, Prince Ra’d 
Ben Zeid said that the planting of 
trees can stem desertification, im- 
prove the environment and help 
Jordan attain the goal of greening 
itself by the year 2000. 

Prince Ra’d. who was accom- 
panied by several officials, added 
that more fruit trees are needed 
in order to increase food produc- 
tion and ensure food security. 

The Prince took part in the 
planting of olive and forest trees 
on the grounds of the new uni-* 
versity. which is due to open for 
academic studies at the start of 
1994. 

Agriculture Minister Fayez 
Khasawneh, who tookj^art in the 
ceremony^ also arged Jordanians 

to plant more trees. H&.strcssed 
that every measures should be 
taken to prevent the cutting of 
trees, and laws should be intro- 
duced to stop further pollution of 
forests and the destruction of 
trees through fires. 

Ministry officials at the site said 
that forests in Jordan cover an 
area of only 750,000 dunums, 
which is less than 0.8 per cent of 
the total area of the country. 
They said that each year 30,000 
forest trees are lost through fires. 

The Ministry of Agriculture 
has produced millions of fruit and 
forest saplings at its nurseries 
around the country for planting in 
various areas of Jordan, and 
along roads and the peripehery of 
the desert. The ministry is distri-

In a lecture at the Phoenix 
Gallary Wednesday, Mr .Shukair 
said plans to establish the orga- 
nisation surfaced three years ago, 
when a group of Arab intellec- 
tuals met in Limasol in Cyprus, 
and agreed to set it op. 

He said the organisation aimed • 
at promoting awareness about 
human rights, informing people 
about existing legislation and 
charters dealing with human 
rights. 

Mr. Shukair cited the lack of an 
institution or department re- 
sponsible for human rights as one 
of the difficulties facing the orga- 
nisation in Jordan. Answering a 
question about the role played by 
the organisation in the case of the 
Islamic Nafeer group, Mr. Shu- 
kair said tbe organisation is not a 
political party dealing with reac- 
tions but is working within a 
voluntary framework. He said 
that the organisation's Jordan 
branch assigned one of its mem- 
bers to attend the court proceed- 
ings as an observer.

Discounts offered for 
early tax payment 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Income Tax 
Department officials have just 
completed the distribution of the 
1992 income tax forms to various 
organisations and businesses and 
said that a six per cent discount 
will be offered to organisations 
that pay their taxes in full in 
January. 

A four per cent discount will be 
offered to those that pay in 
February; and a two per cent cut 
for those paying m March. 

After May 1993: officials said, 
those felling to submit a full 
statement on their 1992 income 
will be subject to a two per cent 
fine each month they are late. 

Department Director Mansour 
Haddadin said in a statement on 
Jan. 4 that his department ex- 
pects to collect JD 120 million in 


1993 from taxpayers. 

The department said its income 
tax revenue for 1992 amounted to 
JD 110 million — an increase of 
18.5 per cent over the 1991 collec- 
tions. 

Officials said the department 
was helped by the Jordanian un- 
ions and Chambers of Industry 
and Trade in distributing the tax 
forms. 

Mr. Haddadin urged taxpayers 
to submit tbeir completed forms 
as soon as possible, in order to 
benefit from the discounts 
offered and to avoid paying fines. 

They said that taxpayers 
wishing to enquire about any 
matters related to tbe payment of 
taxes should call tel.

UNDP hopes to increase 
aid to Jordan 


AMMAN (Petra) — ^Resident' 
Representative of the United I ia- ' 
tions Development Programme 
(UNDP) Uthman Hashem Friday 
said contacts were underway 'with 
the U.N. headquarter to increase 
technical and economic aid to 
Jordan to levels commensurate 
with the Kingdom's economic 
and social needs and develop- 
ment programmes it is im- 
plementing. 

Dr. Hashem told a symposium 
on the environment that the 
UNDP office in Amman had 
increased its allocations for Jor- 
dan through the adoption of new 
programmes not falling within its 
5th $7-5 million national develop- 
ment programme. He said that 
more than $6 million were allo- 
cated for environmental projects 
to be carried out over three years. 

He cited the restoration of 
Azraq oasis as one of the most 


important programmes to be car- 
ried out with support from tbe 
UNDP. 

Further economic and social 
assistance is sought to help 
address other areas, such as 
poverty, working women, 
population and the improvement 
of technical performance. Con- 
tacts are under way with the U.N. 
headquarters to secure funds for 
such projects. 

The symposium was organised 
by the UNDP in cooperation with 
the Ministry of Planning. Dr. 
Hashem voiced hope that partici- 
pants at the symposium will con- 
stitute the nucleus for work in 
environmental field. He pointed 
out that the symposium was one 
of a series of symposia on the 
environment, which will be held 
in 140 countries throughout tbe 
world.

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Cycle of irrationality 


IRAQ AND certain Western capitals appear 
to be locked in a cycle of irrationality, with 
each side trying its best to outbid the other in 
executing a string of self-defeating actions and 
reactions. It is hard to tell when this vicious 
circle will end, but one thing is clear: The 
Iraqi people are always the principal victims 
of this seemingly endless cycle of overreactions 
to ill-conceived and poorly executed policies. 
The last episode in this most unfortunate 
setting culminated in the execution of inconse- 
quential but ill-advised Iraqi measures that 
precipitated an overly orchestrated response 
from Washington and its closest allies. When 
over 100 warplanes take off from several 
staging centres in the Gulf region to wage yet 
another attack on the beleagured and bleeding 
Iraq, it amounts to an overkill perpetrated on 
a state driven to desperation. 

Against the backdrop of the Gulf war two 
years ago, more is expected from the West 
than from Iraq. Two years have passed since 
that war, but Iraq continues to be treated like 
a pariah, with nothing to show for its accept- 
ance of virtually every humiliating U.N. re- 
solution imposed upon; it by some of the 
Western and Arab countries. No nation that 
lost a war in the past had been denied 
rehabilitation for so long. The irrational 
fixation by the West in particular on Baghdad 
and its leadership has driven Baghdad and its 
regime to near desperation and political con- 
fusion. That under normal circumstances will 
be hard to comprehend much less to sympath- 
ise with. For all intends and purposes, Presi- 
dent Bush is the proximate cause of the 
stalemate in the determination oPthe fate and 
future of Iraq. U.S. President-elect Bill Clin- 
ton have halfheartedly supported Bush in this 
instance, but he has yet to demonstrate how 
his presidency may offer a fresh start for Iraq 
and its people, based on common sense and 
justice for all. 


ARABIC PRESS COMMENTARIES 


DESCRIBING THE American-led aggression on Iraq Wednes- 
day as barbaric. Sawt Al Shaab Arabic daily said that the Western 
countries had prepared for a new aggression long before the 
missiles crisis cropped up. The daily said that although there are 
no international regulations that give Mr. Bush and his allies the 
right to attack other nations, the Iraqi territory was once again the 
ground for new barbaric attacks and brutal killing of innocent 
people. While the Americans and their allies give themselves the 
right to attack other nations at will, under the pretext of 
implementing U.N. Security Council resolutions, they are doing 
nothing to implement resolutions concerning the Palestine ques- 
tion and Israel's rejection of all Security Council resolutions, said 
the daily. The American administration, which has been handling 
world issues with double standards, has proved it works against 
human rights and that it has no regard for any international 
regulations and laws, the paper continued. It said that the 
Jordanians strongly condemn this barbaric aggression and urge 
the honest and true Arabs to support their Iraqi kinsmen in the 
face of the new atrocity committed bv the colonialist nations. 


A COLUMNIST in Al Ra'i Arabic daily commented on the 
current rumours about possible delay, for one or two years of the 
parliamentary elections which are scheduled for November this 
year. Some people think that delaying of the elections would give 
the young parties the chance and the time to organise themselves 
and'build a base on which to wage the coming battle, said Tareq 
Masarweh. The writer said that one or two years will not be 
enough for the organisation and strengthening of the parties; 
therefore, it is advisable for the country to hold elections on 
schedule and leave the political parties the chance to benefit from 
the coming battle for the future ones. The writer also called on the 
government to allocate up to JD 1 million to finance the political 
parties' election campaigns, a practice similar to other nations’. It 
is unreasonable to see an individual spending thousands out of his 
own pocket to finance his election campaign; and the new political 
parties are not expected to do as well in the coming elections as 
the Muslim Brotherhood which enjoys a strong, popular base, 
said the writer. He said that by financing the political parties’ 
campaign, the government will be offering each one an equal 
chance to win. It is reasonable to say that such a practice must be 
done since the country is in need of the best representatives of the 
people to rule and help the government run the Kingdom’s 
affairs, said the writer. Spending on parties' campaigns, he added, 
is like spending on public services, like roads electricity and water 
for which millions are allocated each year. 


Clinton — relations depend on Saddam’s behaviour

WASHINGTON — President- 
elect Bill Clinton says a different 
U.S.-Iraqi relationship might be 
possible during his administration 
if Iraqi President Saddam Hus- 
sein oranges his behaviour and 
complies fully with U.N. Security 
Council requirements for the 
Gulf war ceasefire — but he also 
says that, based on the Iraqi 
leader's record, he is highly scep- 
tical of any change. 

At a news conference on Jan. 
14, Mr. Clinton emphasised there 
is no difference between his poli- 
cy on Iraq and that of the Bush 
administration and said he has no 
intention of “normalising” rela- 
tions with Saddam Hussein. 

Mr. Ginton strongly rejected a 
reporter's suggestion, based on 
an interview with the president- 
elect in that day's New York 
Times, th&t he could foresee 
“normal" ties with the Iraqi lead- 
er if the latter abides by U.N. 
resolutions. 

“I was asked whether the world 
could live with Saddam Hussein 
in Iraq. I said what I have said 
many times — that I will judge 
him by his conduct,” Mr. Ginton 
said. “That is precisely what the 
Bush administration has done. 
They have said. 'We cannot nor- 
malise relations with Iraq as long 
as he's there.’ But they haven’t 
bombed him every day. They 
decided to bomb him because he 
violated the U.N. ceasefire 
accords. That is my position. I 
will evaluate what I do based on 
his conduct. I have no intention 
of normalising relations with 
him." 

Asked if he could foresee cir- 
cumstances with Saddam Hussein 
in power where his administra- 
tion might normalise, or even 
upgrade, relations with Baghdad, 
Mr. Clinton replied: “Based on 
his own conduct, I cannot im- 
agine such circumstances.” 

In the interview with the New 
York Times. Mr. Clinton indi- 
cated that he is ready for a 
different relationship with Sad- 
dam Hussein, but he warned the 
Iraqi leader not to doubt his 
resolve to see full compliance 
with U.N. resolutions. 

The president-elect said that if 
Saddam Hussein were seated 


next to him, be would tell him: 
“If you want a different rela- 
tionship with me, you can begin 
by observing the U.N. require- 
ments, and change your be- 
haviour.” 

Mr. Ginton also said in the 
interview that while he is “not 
obsessed” with Saddam Hussein, 
he is obsessed with the standards 
of conduct embodied in those 
U.N. accords, and if he were 
salting on the couch, I would urge 
him to change his behaviour.” 

The president-elect cited his 
support for President Bush's deci- 
sion to launch an air strike against 
Iraqi targets, Jan. 13, saying: “It 
was the right thing to do.” But 
Mr. Ginton also said he believed 
that “a couple of times over the 
last year and a half we have sent 
mixed signals” to Iraq. 

Mr. Ginton said he wants to 
see what Saddam Hussein does in 
response to the allied military 
mission, adding: “We'll see what 
happens over the next several 
days and we’ll take it from 
there." 

Mr. Ginton said he would not 
rule out any type of military 
action m the future, including 
renewal of the gound war against 
Iraq if necessary to force coim- 
piiance with U.N. resolutions. 

He emphasised that the “main 
thing is we can't do anything to 
give him or anyone else the slight- 
est indication that we are waver-

Mr. Ginton warned Saddam 
Hussein not to attempt to take 
advantage of him or underesti- 
mate his commitment to ensure 
lull compliance with U.N. resolu- 
tions.

Key members of Congress 
from both political parties hailed 
file decision of western leaders to 
order air strikes . against Iraqi 
forces in the “no-fly” zone estab- 
lished by the U.N. Security 
Council. 

U£. lawmakers agreed on Jan. 
13 and 14 that air strikes ordered 
by President Bush and and other 
coalition leaders were an 
appropriate response both to 
what they saw as repeated pro- 
vocations by Baghdad that en- 
dangered coalition aircraft moni- 
toring the no-fly zone and as a 
warning against may further 
violations of the Kuwaiti border. 

They also warned Baghdad to 
expect fell support for the presi- 
dent by President-elect Clinton 
and no change of policy once Mr. 
Ginton assumes the presidency. 

Republican Senator William 
Cohen who is a senior member of 
the Armed Services Committee 
asserted (hat the moderate extent 
of the strikes was “not enough to 
build sympathy for Saddam Hus- 
sein.” But he added that bombing 
too heavily risks “doing exactly 
what perhaps Hussein wants, and 
that is to build support and sym- 
pathy within the Arab commun- 
ity. Right now I think he's with- 
out that to any significant de- 
gree.” 

In the House of Representa- 
tives, Democratic leader Richard 
Gephardt said that “democrats 
and Republicans, the Bush admi- 
nistration and the (incoming) 
Clinton administration, will not 
tolerate violations of the U.N. 
resolutions by Saddam. The U.N. 
resolutions will be enforced.” 

“I commend President Bush 
and President-elect Clinton on 
their clear and united handling of 
this critical situation,” he said. 

Democratic Congressman Lee 
Hamilton is the new chairman of 
the House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee. He termed the air strikes 
“a gesture of determination” that 
the United States and its allies 
“are very serious about getting 
Saddam Hussein to comply with 
the U.N. resolutions. 

“We, of course, would like him 


to comply without the use of 
force, but he has been engaged in 
an escalating pattern of non* 
compliance and in the past week 
or two he really has bad extraor.

Double standards in the new world order

THE JORDANIAN press last 
week gave prominence to the 
western attack on Iraq, the 
continued ordeal of the Palesti- 
nian evictees and a host of 
domestic issues. 

In tackling the new attack on 
Iraq, Sawt Al Shaab Arabic 
daily said that the western 
alliance’s aggression on the 
Iraqi people did not stop ever 
since the imposition of the 
U.N. Security Council sanc- 
tions on the Arab state. 

Starving of human beings, 
besieging the sick and the chil- 
dren, and finally attacking with 
sophisticated weapons can only 
represent the worst, barbaric 
action perpetrated and ex- 
ecuted by the U.S. -led 
alliance, said the paper.

Uneasy America awaits start of Clinton era

WASHINGTON — Bill Clin- 
ton's presidency will begin with 
the United States the unchal- 
lenged leader of the world for the 
first time in its history. 

Yet many Americans are un- 
easy about their country's new 
role.

ence Eagle burger, many Amer- 
icans are looking on the new 
world order as a distinctly mixed 
blessing.

"Iraq is going to have to 
comply fully with all U.N. resolutions 
including the ability of inspectors to 
fly into Iraq on U.N. planes.” 

The Pentagon passed the word it 
was ready to bomb again if that was 
Mr. Bush's wish. 

"We said yester da y that we were 
poised and ready to go back, should it 
be necessary. That still stands today," 
said one senior official, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

Pentagon analysts on Thursday cre- 
dited allied bombers with tuning two- 
thirds of their targets during their 
nighttime raid. 

AD four of the air defence com- 
mand tonn es targeted in southern 
Iraq were damaged to varying de- 
grees. a senior defence official said. 

The official said the command cen- 
tres at Amarah and Talill sustained 
“severe damage,” one at Najaf had 
“moderate damage." while the site at 
Samawab had only “light damage.” 

However, the official added, only 
one of the four mobile anti-aircraft 
missile batteries that were targeted in 
southern Iraq was destroyed. 

The three others apparently 
escaped the barrage of sophisticated 
bombs dropped by U.S. and allied 
pfaqes. But all three have been dis- 
assembled and as a result are tempor- 
arily unusable, the official said. 

The Washington Post, quoting un- 
identified air force sources, reported 
in Friday's editions that a stray 900- 
kilogramme bomb did heavy damage 
to an apartment building near Basra. 


Time runs out on Algeria’s year of turmoil

ALGIERS — One year on from 
President Chadli Benjedid’s 
shock resignation, Algeria has 
pulled back from the brink of civil 
war and kept feebly flickering the 
spark of democracy diplomats 
say. 

But the army-backed author- 
ities still face a credibility crisis 
and a crippling S25 trillion foreign 
debt. 

Free elections remain a distant 
dream. And diplomats see little 
sign of "radical change” which 
the authorities acknowledge most 
of the nation's 26 million people 
yearn for. 

A year-long state of emergency 
is due to expire on February 9. 
The opposition wants it lifted. 

“In the short term, that is for 
the month$ ahead, I do not see 
any possibilities of return to the 
ballot box...,” Said Sadi, secret- 
ary-general of the Assembly for 
Culture and Democracy, had said 
in an interview. 


His party is one of the more 
credible of some 60 which 
mushroomed after Chadli Ben- 
jedid, following poverty riots in 
October 1988, ended nearly 30 
years of a one-party state. 

But tbe main opposition, the 
Islamic Salvation Front (FIS), 
which was set to win the election 
last January, is outlawed. The 
election scrapped, and the 3.5 
million people who voted for it 
are without a voice. 

FIS extremists are blamed for 
killing more than 210 members of 
the security force last year. Forty- 
eight men have been condemned 
to death for terrorism and a 
decision on whether to go ahead 
with their executions must be 
taken. 

Fundamentalist views have 
effectively vanished from a press 
fearful ot a tough new law which 
promises jail of up to 10 years for 
"apologising” for terrorism. 

"It is all rather depressing com- 
pared to the excitement of just 
over a year ago," said one Euro- 
pean diplomat. 


Chadli Benjedid was forced out 
last January 11 by military and 
other officials angry at his appa- 
rent willingness to accept a Mus- 
lim fundamentalist party domi- 
nating parliament, diplomats say. 

Diplomats' forecasts for the 
future are uniformly cautious, 
largely pessimistic for the politic- 
al and economic short and 
medium term. For the long term, 
they are more sanguine on the 
economy but say tbe political 
outlook remains blurred. 

’ "I think for some time to come, 
the authorities and military will 
exert enough physical pressure to 
stay in power," said one western 
diplomat. "But I can’t see a 
proper programme to win sup- 
port of the critical mass of the 
population.” 

Daily realities are harsh for 
many people, some of whom look 
back on the era of President 
Houari Boumedienne with nos- 
talgia, despite pervasive state 
control of all aspects of life. 

Algeria has over 30 per cent 
inflation, an acknowledged seven 


million poor, unemployment' at 
one in five of the workforce, 
chronic shortages of housing and 
even baric medicines. 

Prime Minister Belaid Abdes- 
seiam has promised three years of 
austerity ahead.

Some hint of the political fu- 
ture may come on January 14. 

Head of state Aii Kafi is due to 
give his "perspectives” then, 
marking the first anniversary of 
the collective presidency which 
took over from Chadli Benjedid. 

Diplomats speculate he may 
announce constitutional changes 
— to be endorsed by a referen- 
dum before the end of the year 
when the presidency's mandate is 
due to expire. 

"They need to change the con- 


stitution now even to hold pres- 
idential elections," said a Euro- 
pean diplomat. 

One parliamentary change 
apparently being mooted, he 
said, was a lower house elected 
by proportional representation 
and an appointed upper house 
with powers of veto. 

Another senior diplomat said 
suspensions of newspapers, 
charges against journalists, and 
impending censorship on report- 
ing security matters boded ill for 
a democratic future. 

But another said: “Algeria's 
press is still freer than most Arab 
countries and there are still the 
remnants of a political opposi- 
tion. Bnt I can see the screws 
tightened. They seem to want to 


go back to Boumedienneism." 

Oil industry sources and diplo- 
mats say Algeria has not attracted 
the billions of dollars it sought 
from foreign firms in return for 
partnership in enhanced recovery 
programmes at existing fields and 
shares in profits. 

But gas exports, now earning 
over $3 billion a year, are set to 
double soon, and 24 exploration 
contracts have been signed, de- 
spite unrest, with foreign firms to 
seek more oil and gas. 

“Exploration agreements are 
going ahead. But it will take time, 
maybe two to three years for 
more discoveries, then another 
three to four to exploit them. So 
you are talking about seven to 10 
years." said one diplomat. 


Soviet A-bomb designers: 
First bomb was 
copy of U.S. weapon

MOSCOW — The designers of 
the first Soviet atomic bomb have 
admitted it was an exact copy of a 
U.S. weapon and that they had 
hundreds of pages of spy informa- 
tion at their disposal. 

At the time. Soviet scientists 
were convinced they could be 
subjected to U.S. nuclear bom- 
bardment and feared dictator 
Josef Stalin's wrath if they failed 
to develop the bomb, physicists 
Yuli Khariton and Yuri Smirnov 
said. 

However, Mr. Khariton, the 
bomb's chief constructor, 
cautioned that "we must not ex- 
aggerate the role” of plain brain 
power in developing the Soviet 
bomb. 

"Previous work by Soviet sci- 
entists had provided strong start- 
ing positions when they began to 
solve the atomic problem.” he 
said in a joint paper with Mr. 
Smirnov. 

The two spoke at Moscow’s 
leading nuclear research centre, 
the Kurchatov Institute, on the 
90th anniversary of the birth of its 
founder, Igor Kurchatov. He -su- 
pervised the Soviet nuclear prog- 
ramme from 1943 until his death 
in 1960. 

The gathering revealed the -ex- 
tent to which the Soviet Union 


depended on espionage early in 
the atomic age. 

"Intelligence brought extensive 
information from the United 
Slates. Kurchatov was given spe- 
cial rooms at the ‘big house' on 
Lubyanka Square (secret police 
headquarters) and in the Krem- 
lin, where be spent many hours reading 
these materials,” said Igor Golo- 
vin. Kurchatov's colleague and 
biographer. 

Mr. Khariton and Mr. Smirnov 
said that when Kurchatov was 
appointed head of the nuclear 
weapons programme in March 
1943, he wrote two memoran- 
dums “comparing the results 
achieved by the Soviet scientists 
with intelligence information.” 

In the memos, recently declas- 
sified. Kurchatov said: “It was 
very important for us to learn” 
that western scientists had con- 
firmed Soviet findings on spon- 
taneous fission of uranium — a 
key finding in atomic bomb de- 
sign. 

But Kurchatov also doubted 
some western results, fearing 
they might be "an invention 
meant to disorient our science." 

Intelligence information also 
yielded the notion of using pluto- 
nium to build a nuclear bomb, the 
documents showed. 

In September 1944. Kurchatov 
wrote to Lavrenti Beria. Stalin's 
secret police chief, to complain 


about the slow pace of Soviet 
work ‘ compared with the vast 
scope of the western project — 
on which he had read "new and 
quite extensive, 300-page mate- 
rials.” Mr. Golovin said. 

In the second half of 1945. 
Soviet scientists obtained “a very 
detailed scheme and description 
of the first American nuclear 
bomb, provided by intelligence 
and (nuclear spy) Klaus Fuchs." 
Mr. Khariron and Mr. Smirnov 
said. 

The data were studied at 
Arzamas- 16, a secret research 
centre in central Russia. 

“When specialists at Arzamas- 
16 came to the conclusion that the 
information was reliable ...it was 
decided that for the first explo- 
sion, we would use the well-tried 
and tested American design." 
Mr. Khariton and Mr. Smirnov 
said. 

“The scientists knew they were 
responsible for the success of the 
first test, where there could be no 
mistakes. Any other decision 
would have been unacceptable.” 

Shortly before the test, success- 
fully conducted on Aug. 29, 1949, 
Stalin summoned the nuclear pro- 
ject leaders. 

Mr. Khariton recalled that Sta- 
lin asked him whether the Soviet 
Union had enough plutonium to 
make two smaller nuclear bombs, 
"so one could be kept in store.”

Princess Haya announces 
formation of JIAL

AMMAN — Her Royal High- 
ness Princess Haya Bint A] 
Hussein Thursday announced 
the formation of die Jordanian 
Internationa! Athletes' League 
(HAL), an association long 
fought by members of the 
^Kingdom's various national 
teams. 

", TThe League will mainly deal 
t with the social aspect of 
Athletes’ lives. “We intend to 
nave a close coordination- 
^supervision relationship with 
the athletes concerned, “said 
Murad Barakat, founding 
Jirpniber of the JIAL which will 
also take an active interest in 
'die long -neglected women’s 
^•pgbrts. 

* 1 At a press conference held at 
the. Orthodox Club, Princess 
‘Haya outlined thq role and 
^objectives of the JIAL as well 
( 4s the activities and mem- 
bership rules of the League 
^wfoich will include athletes who 
have been members of the 
country’s national teams since* 
11978. 

Basketball star Barakat said 
JIAL rules stipulate dial an 
'athlete is eligible for the 
League's membership if he or 
she has been a member of a 
’national team for a minimum 
of five years and has repre- 
.sented the country in at least 
one regional or international 
.competition. 

; Barakat said the League will 
hot accept any player who has 
been suspended for period ex- 
ceeding six months, emphasis- 



ing the League’s concern with 
players’ conduct and sports- 1 
manship. 

Princess Haya told reporters 
that “the League was a long 
overdue necessity that would 
unite athletes and seek their 
rights.” 

“Everyone has lots of de- 
mands and expectations of 
members of our national 
teams. Now it is time that 
athletes have a voice to raise 
their demands and seek their 
social cultural and athletic 
advancement.” 

Barakat added that the 
JIAl’s motto will be “towards 




better national sports.” To 
achieve this, the League will 
cooperate with sports federa- 
tions, monitor local competi- 
tions and sponsor excelling 
athletes. 

Barakat explained that the 
JIAL will be affiliated with the 
ministry of culture and that it's 
scope of work will not in any 
way overlap with that of the 
sports federations. 

“We will share JIAL’s mem- 
bers’ joys and sorrows and the 
League will make sure that all 
outstanding athletes will be 
property awarded in apprecia- 
tion of their efforts. 


“We hope to benefit from 
tiie experience of senior and 
retired athletes. We also hope 
the League will foster a strong 
bond between all athletes and 
all concerned institutions,” be 
added. 

Princess Haya pointed out 
that the JIAL will also sponsor 
a national teams’ fan dub 
which proved to be an ‘‘impor- 
tant factor in the Seventh Pan- 
Arab Games in Syria last sum- 
mer.” 

' Princess Haya said the Am- 
man Municipality has gener- 
ously approved the use of their 
dub as a temporary headquar- 
ters for theJIAL, but added 
that tiie League will soon have 
its own headquarters. 

In order to secure proper 
funding, the JIAL will organise 
different social and cultural 
activities. 

The press questioned the 5 
year rule set by the JIAL, 
especially in the case of female 
athletes who usually quit sports 
earlier and might not get a 
chance to represent Jordan 
abroad mainly because federa- 
tions don't give due attention 
to women's teams. 

Princess Haya said the rule 
might be good incentive for 
athletes to pursue their sport, 
adding that the League will 
look into teams and athletes 
who do not receive due atten- 
tion from their respective fed- 
erations. 

“We will not forget any 
athlete who has contributed to 
Jordanian sports,” said the 
Princess.

Sampras to meet Muster in final; 
Capriati blasts Shriver to reach semis 


SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA (AP) 
— Top-seeded Pete Sampras beat 
the heat and unseeded Amos 
Mansdorf 6-3, 7-5 Friday m the 
semifinals of the New South 
Wales Open tennis tournament. 

In the final Saturday of tiie 
575,000 warmup for next week's 
Australian Open, Sampras will 
face seventh-seeded Thomas 
Muster of Austria, who breezed 
past Omar Camporese of Italy 
6-4, 6-3. 

Fourth-seeded Jennifer Cap- 
riati, wasting no time on the 
steamy centre court, demolished 
fellow American Pam Shriver 6- 
0. $-1 to set up a women’s semi- 
final meeting with top-seeded 
Gabriela Sabatini of Argentina. 
The- defending champion out- 
lasted unseeded Barbara Rittner 
of Germany 7-5. 6-3. 

■The other semi will pair No. 5 . 
Anke Huber, a 7-6 (7-4), - 6-3> 
victor over No. 2 Arantxa San- 
chez Vicario of Spain, against 
unseeded Amy Frazier, who beat 
fellow American Tami Whitlinger 
6-1, 6-3. 

Spectators were still using 
umbrellas for protection at Sam- 
pras’ late-afternoon match 
against Mansdorf after courtside 
temperatures passed 40 C (104 F) 
under the relentless sun. 

•Fit was unbelievably hot." a 
drained Sampras said. “You basi- 
cally have to conserve energy. 
Att’ times you have to lay off a 
litHe:” 

.Sampras started off hot, break- 
ing-Mansdorf in the third game. 
HiHaroke again at 5-3 on a pair of 
nearly identical forehand drives 
that landed inches off the line and 
a volleying error by Mansdorf. 

■In the second set, Sampras had 
eight of his dozen aces to keep 
Mansdorf at bay, including two 
after he fell behind 0-40 while 
serving at 4-4. 

t“I was running out of gas at 
tfrarpoint," Sampras said. 

• Mansdorf fended off one match ■ 
point a game later on a second- 
sdrve ace to level the score at 5-5. 


With a tiebreaker appearing im- 
minent at 5-6, 40-15, three Man- 
sdorf errors, and a let-court ser- 
vice return that dropped for a 
winner gave Sampras the match 
in an hour and 20 minutes. 

Muster, who took three cold 
showers after his earlier match 
against Camporese, had little 
trouble. with tiie unseeded Italian* 
who committed 39 unforced 
errors to 22 for the Austrian. 

“We both had a big problem 
with the heat,” Muster said. “It 
wasn't posable to play long ral- 
lies.” 

Capriati was even more relent- 
less in blasting 21 winners to only 
two for the 30-year-old Shriver, 
who appeared overwhelmed by 
the Olympic gold medalist's 
pressure and the heat. 

After dropping the first two 
points, Capriati won 32 of the 
next 42 while taking the first nine 
games. 

When she finally held serve to 
pull within 3-1 in the second set, 
Shriver raised her arms in mock 
victory and slapped, high-fives 
with two fans and a ball girl. . 

Capriati, who had looked 
vulnerable in her first two match- 
es in this 5575,000 warmup for 
next week’s , Australian Open, 
looked sharp in all phases Qf her 
game, blasting four aces and rip- 
ping pinpoint passing shots when 
Shriver ventured to the net. 

After Thursday’s three-hour 
struggle against South Africa's 
Ros Fairbank-Nideffer, Capriati 
said she was looking for a shorter 
outing. 

“I wanted to play well,” she 
said. “I felt very good out there. 
Pm very happy with it.” 

She finished the match off 
almost exactly an our after it 
began, zipping a forehand down 
the line that landed inches inside 
the comer as Shriver watched 
helplessly. 

“That’s as easily as I’ve lost in a 
long while,” Shriver said. “Itt 
gives your ego a kick. You just

Private China foreign 
currency tops $10b 


HONG KONG (R) — Private 
holdings of foreign currency in 
China, once the almost exclusive 
preserve of the state, have hit 
more than S10 billion, a Peking- 
owned Hong Kong newspaper 
has said. 

Currently about $10.2 billion 
worth of currencies from 32 coun- 
tries ranging from the ubiquitous 
U.S. ana Hong Kong dollars to 
the Russian rouble were held by 
the public, the New Evening Post 
said, quoting statistics. 

State industry and banks once 
had a tight grip on foreign curren- 
cy and the public could get bold 
of it only from relatives living 
abroad. 

But since China introduced its 
open door policy in the late 
1970s, foreign currency has 
poured into the country and the 
money is held both by individuals 
and non-state enterprises such as 
joint ventures with Hong Kong, 
Taiwan and overseas partners. 

The daily said currency trading 
bad also risen sharply. Besides - 
swap centres — markets which 
have sprung up around the nation 
where enterprises can legally 
trade foreign currency — the 
volume or black market trading 
was huge. 


This newspaper did not say 
where’ the statistics had come 
from or give any comparisons. 

But it said common foreign 
currencies in China included die 
U.S. dollar, yen. sterling and 
Hong Kong dollar. 

With investment pouring into 
China from Hong Kong, the Brit- 
ish polony’s currency has become 
accepted tender in the dries of 
die southern Guangdong pro- 
vince. 

Among the more exotic curren- 
cies circulating in China was the 
rouble. Border trade with Russia 
has grown rapidly in recent years 
as both countries have relaxed 
restrictions. 

In another report, the China 
News Service reported China's 
booming southern province of 
Guandong exported $18.05 bil-’ 
lion worth of goods in 1992, up 32 
per cent on the year and account- 
ing .for a quarter of the national 
total. 

Guangdong, which borders the 
British colony of Hong Kong, 
trades with 164 countries and 
areas, the Peking-controlled 
agency said. 

It accounted for 20 per cent of 
China's exports in 1991.

Riots dampen hopes 
of foreign investment 
in India markets 


German economy 
achieves lowest 


BOMBAY (R) — Riots that have 
paralysed India’s commercial 
capital for the second time in two 
months have further dampened 
hopes of attracting overseas in- 
vestment into the country’s 
turbulent stock markets, analysts 
said. 

“Bombay’s riots have altered 
perceptions of political stability 
because this is India’s economic 
nerve centre,” said Rafiq Dossa- 
ni, adviser for mutual fund mana- 
gers Jardine Fleming India Led 
and the Aga Khan Fund for 
Economic development 

Before tbe latest Hindu Mus- 
lim riots, foreign fund managers 
bad begun testing Indian markets 
with small purchases. 

“Only recently Jardine and 
Aga Khan Fund made token in- 
vestments with an idea to test tbe 
systems,” Mr. Dossani said. Hie 
Aga Khan Fund bought shares in 
India's Housing Development Fi- 
nance Corp. (HDFC), he added. 

Analysts said it was unfortun- 
ate that chaos had hit Bombay 
just when foreign investors had 
begun trading on Indian stock 
markets. Now they could be more 
cautious. 

“It’s bad. It’s a crazy situa- 
tion,” said Aspi Contractor, re- 
search bead with DSP Financial 
Consultants. Tbe political situa- 
tion has to be stable for money to 
flow in, be said. 

India opened its stock market 
to foreign institutional investors 
in September last year but a host 
of re stri c ti ve rules, the high price 
of blue chips and uncertainty 
about procedures stalled invest- 
ment until about three weeks 
ago. 

India, which launched a bold 
economic re fo r m programme in 
mid- 1991, reversing four decades 
of socialistic polities, is wooing 
overseas investors into the stock 
market in order to reduce its 
dependence on foreign borrow- 
ing, analysts said. 

Tbe Securities and Exchange 
Board of India (SEBI). the main 


regulatory authority, has so far 
approved eight overseas funds to 
invest here, including Jardine In- 
dia and the Aga Khan Fund. 

Most fund managers are look- 
. ing to tbe Feb. 28 budget, when 
the government is expected to cut 
high short-term capital gains tax 
levels, before stepping into India 
in a major way. 

India already has a well de- 
veloped capital market, with 22 
stock exchanges. Many fund 
managers see India as an attrac- 
tive longer term market. 

But repeated closure of the 
stock markets because of a $2 
billion securities fraud, broker 
boycotts and riots have added to 
the uncertainty as tbe markets 
went on a roller coaster ride in 

1992. 

The communal bloodshed, 
which continued into its ninth day 
Thursday with tbe death toll over 
500, dosed tbe market again. 
“Nobody’s talking about busi- 
ness. They are just worried about 
personal safety," said Ajit Dayal, 
analyst with Quantum Financial 
Services Ltd. which has a tie-up 
with Jardine Fleming. 

Mr. Dayal said it was likely 
that aU the eight approved fore- 
ign institutional investors had 
made small investments, prob- 
ably a total of less than $100,000. 

“If locals lack confidence (in 
Indian markets), why should 
foreigners have it?” said Mr. 
Dayal about the level of foreign 
investments rising. 

Mr. Contractor said Indian ex- 
pectations had been that around 
$500 million in foreign invest- 
ments would flow into the coun- 
try's stock markets by March, 

1993. “The money could still 
come if there was political stabil- 
ity," be said. 

Hie closure of tbe market dur- 
ing tbe Hots would not affect 
foreign perceptions as much as 
the political fallout of the blood- 
shed, with die continued risk of 
instability and early elections, 
said Mr. Dossani. 


growth for II 
years in 1992 


FRANKFURT (R) — Ger- 
many’s economy, the biggest in 
Europe, turned in its worst per- 
formance in 10 years in 1992, 
burdened by slowdown elsewhere 
and record high domestic interest 
rates designed to squeeze out 
post-unification inflation. 

The German Statistics Office 
said western German gross 
national product (GNP) ex- 
panded by a real 0.8 per cent in 
1992 — its lowest rise since tbe 
recession year of 1982 — after a 
3.6 per cent gain in 1991. 

Gross domestic product (GDP) 
climbed 1.5 per cent in 1992 after 
a rise of 3.-7 per cent in 1991. 

GNP is the total output of 
goods and services as well as 
certain transfers, while GDP 
omits income from abroad. 

“Tbe economic climate in Ger- 
many cooled off sharply in the 
second half of the year," Hans 
Guenther Merk, president of the 
German Statistics Office, told a 
news conference. “The situation 
is frail.” 

Mr. Merk said that the one- 
time boost the economy had re- 
ceived from German unification 
in 1990 had lost momentum in 
1992. The- contractive effects of 
economic slowdown in key over- 
seas markets also weighed in- 
creasingly on the German eco- 
nomy. 

“There were no noticeable im- 
pulses from the domestic eco- 
nomy in 1992,” be said. But Mr. 
Merk added that it was “prema- 
ture to speak of a recession.” 

Economists said the Bundes- 
bank's record high interest rates, 
especially hr controversial move 
to tighten monetary policy last 
July when Germany's trading 
partners were clamouring for 
lower rates, bad had a negative 
impact on the economy. 


“The strong downturn is a con- 
sequence of a combination .of 
high interest rates, the very slow 
development of the world eco- 
nomy and exchange rate develop- 
ments in Europe which reduced 
the competitiveness of German 
industry,” said Axel Siedenbeig, 
senior economist at Deutsche 
Bank Research. 

Many private economists are 
busily revising forecasts for 1993 
growth down from earlier esti- 
mates of growth between zero 
and one per cent to zero to minus 
one per cent or lower. 

Horst Koehler. Germany's 
state secretary at the finance 
ministry, said in a speech in 
Frankfurt Wednesday growth 
prospects for 1993 were worse 
than had been expected in the 
summer of 1992. 

“I do not exclude the possibil- 
ity of negative growth rates on 
average in 1993,” he told a meet- 
ing of economic policy makers 
and experts. He also said there 
was a clear need for economic 
policy action to help promote., 
recovery. 

Lower wage rises and legisla- 
tion for fiscal consolidation would 
“create a sound basis for the 
reduction in interest rates, which 
we all want and need,” Mr. 
Koehler said. 

The statistics office said pan- 
German GNP climbed 1.3 per 
cent in 1992 and pan-German GDP, 

1.9 per cent. 

The total nominal output of 
Germany's GDP reached 3,003.5 
billion marks in 1992. Of that 
amount, 2,772.0 billion marks 
were from west Germany and 
231.5 billion from east Germany. 
East Germany's GNP accounted 
for eight per cent of the pan- 
German total in 1992, up from 

6.9 per cent in 1991. 


Slow growth forces Japanese 
auto makers to link-up operations 


TOKYO (R) — Isuzu Motors 
Ltd.’s recent announcement that 
it will put out of car production 
may be only the first move in a 
rationalisation process the indus- 
try needs to cope with a new era 
of slow growth, analyst have said. 

“The auto industry needs to 
recognise that tbe days of growth 
have come to an end ” said Neal 
Doymg, analyst at Baring Secur- 
ities. “This shows that they do 
recognise this.” 

Isuzu said it will abandon de- 
velopment of new car models and 
phase out production over the 
coming months, cutting the num- 
ber of Japanese car makers to 
eight from nine. 

Instead, under a new deal to be 
made final by tbe end of March 
this year, it will sell about 10,000 


Honda Motor Co, Ltd. cars a 
year under the Isuzu label. 

Isuzu will continue to make 
other vehides, however. 

“This type of agreement is a 
necessity for Isuzu," said Ben 
Moyer, analyst at Merrill Lynch, 
Japan. 

Isuzu, owned 37.4 per cent by 
General Motors Corp., has 
announced the agreements* part 
of a plan to pull its operations out 
of the red, after an operating loss 
of 18 billion yen ($146 million) 
forecast for the year. to Oct. 31, 
1992. 

Its car unit has performed par- 
ticularly badly, and analysts said 
it has been producing at half 
capacity for the last year. 

Closure was only a matter of 
time, they said. 


Indonesian budget 
gets good reception 


JAKARTA (R) — Indonesia’s 
new budget got a warm reception 
as analysts said it was realistic and 
certain to please tbe country’s 
major aid donors. 

The budget for 1993/94 (April- 
Marcb)' which will increase 11.1 
per cent, puts more money into 
improving infrastructure, pushing 
up non-oil exports and consoli- 
dating economic growth. 

“I was impressed," one West- 
ern diplomat who specialises in 
tbe economy said of the generally 
upbeat tone of President Suhar- 
to's budget' speech to parliament. 

Another analyst said the dear 
hand of the country's economic 
managers could be seen in Mr. 
Suharto's fragmatic speech, 
' which gave no concessions to the 
presidential electio-is in March. 

Prices on the stock market got 
a small boost on the projections 
for a healthier economy in 1993. 

‘The tone of the budget is very 
optimistic. The economy can con- 
solidate and grow a little more,” 
the treasury manager of one ma- 
jor private bank said. 

The budget predicts gross 
domestic product will rise in 1993/ 
94 by six per cent, about tbe same 
as this year. 

Inflation is put at around five 
per cent and both the debt service 
ratio and current account deficit 
are expected to fall. 

“It looks realistic,” one t eco- 
nomist said. “It seems to tie in 
line with overall economic poli- 
cies for stability.” 

He said Indonesia was not let- 
ting go of its restrained monetary 
policy of the past two years, but 
had given itself a bit more room 
to move in order to help along the 
ailing private sector. 


Some expressed concerns ab- 
out the budget’s hefty wage in- 
crease of up to 18 per cent for the 
country’s poorly paid civil ser- 
vants. One analyst said the rise 
should have been accompanied 
by measures to reform the un- 
wieldy and overstaffed 
bureaucracy. 

Tbe government’s projections 
for tax revenue, including an 
almost 36 per cent rise in income 
tax revenue, also appear too high 
unless collection is substantially 
improved, analysts said. 

“There is a need to improve 
collection of indirect taxes,” one 
economist said. 


As port of tbe same agreement, 
Isuzu will supply Honda with 
around 20,000 recreational vehi- 
cles a year, made by Subarn- 
Isuzu Automotive Inc. (SIA), its 
U.S. manufacturing joint venture 
with Ftaji Heavy Industries Ltd., 
for sale in the United States. 

By allowing it to increase pro- 
duction volume at SIA, the 
agreement with Honda provides 
at least partly solves the problem 
of how to replace revenue lost 
from ending car production. 

An Isuzu spokesman said it 
means SIA can boost its produc- 
tion jo full capacity, about 90,000 
units a year. 

For Honda it fills a gap in an 
important market segment, as re- 
creational vehicles and trucks 
account for an increasing share of 
total automobile sales. 

Honda does not produce such a 
vehicle itself, and U.S. auto deal- 
ers have been complaining that 
customers go elsewhere to find 
off-roaden made hy Ford Motor 
Co. and Chrysler Corp. 

Though Honda is developing a 
truck-like vehicle of its own, a 
company spokesman said he did 
not expect production to start for 
over a year. 

“It’s a ; perfect sourcing agree- 
ment for Honda,” said Merrill 


Lynch's Moyer. “I think it's a 
good deal for both companies.” 

Honda's off-roader will be of a 
different type to the “sports util-r 
ity vehicle" Isuzu will supply, so 
production by Honda need not- 
mean the end of the new agree- 
ment. 

This kind of rationalisation is 
increasingly common in all kinds 
of manufacturing industries, as a 
combination of slow market 
growth and a widening variety of 
products means companies can . 
no longer stay on the leading 
edge in everything. 

Instead they are streamlining 
operations to concentrate on 
their strengths, using tie-ups with 
other companies to supply the 
rest. 

Though there may be a repeat 
of deals like the Honda-Isuzu 
one, Merrill Lynch’s Moyer said 
it is unlikely that another 
Japanese maker would pull out of 
cars in the immediate future..- - 

Isuzu operations are heavily 
weighted towards trucks, vans 
and recreational vehicles, with 
cars accounting for somewhere. hi 
the region of a tenth of unit sales. 

If any of the remaining eight 
manufacturers were to abandon •* 
cars the impact would be -fro 1 , 
greater.
